LICENSING FEES—MUNITIONS 
A schedule of fees for the licensing of munitions imports and exports, planned to be 
effective January 1, 1955, will mot be in force until April 1, 1955. The change is made to 
allow more time for the public to express itself on the proposed schedule. 
The schedule of fees provides for a variable charge based on the licensed shipment 


ranging from $1 for a licensed shipment of $100 to $80 for a licensed shipment of 
$100,000 and over. No charge is made for licenses covering shipments amounting to 
less than $100 in value.

nomic mysticism about the fact that both the buyer and seller profit in 
trade. In the United States, it is a basic part of our economic philosophy. 
Great material benefits result where trade is permitted to develop without 
crippling restrictions. The relatively unhampered development of trade within 
the United States over the last 150 years into the vast, complex network it is 
today, has unquestionably been a major factor in giving our people the highest 


\ LL TRADE IS SIMPLY AN EXCHANGE of goods and services. There is no eco- 


standard of living in the world. 

Sometimes, however, men find it diffi- 
cult to apply this sound philosophy across 
national boundaries. It is often argued 
that only the seller gains, and thus it is 
better for a nation to sell more goods than 
it buys. This is strange reasoning, espe- 
cially for Americans, who know at first 
hand the mutual benefits of trade. Inter- 
national trade is simply the exchange of 
goods and services between peoples in 
different nations for their mutual gain. 
When international trade flourishes, it 
results in the efficient and sensible utili- 
zation of the resources of the world, and 
the energies, skills and imaginations of 
men everywhere. It helps to give the peo- 
ples of the world higher standards of 
living. It is a major influence for a stable 
and peaceful world. 

Our machine civilization is pushing its 
way irresistibly into every corner of the 
world. The hand spinning wheels of India 
cannot forever compete in the same world 
with the power looms of England and 
North Carolina. The political pattern of 
the world may be following two major de- 
signs, but the economic life of the world 
is being steadily woven into a single pat- 
tern. If there is any economic certainty 
in an uncertain world, it is the certainty 
that our vast machine civilization—with 
all its roar and rush—will lead to greater 
and greater world trade. Obstacles may 
be placed in its path; exchange regula- 
tions and tariff restrictions may hamper 
the extension of a machine civilization 
temporarily; but the irresistible march 
of the automobile, tractor, airplane, rail- 
road and every type of machine into the 
most isolated and sheltered parts of the 
world is historically inevitable. Unless we 
propose a major reorganization of Amer- 


ica’s economic life and propose in the next 
few years to reduce our manufacturing 
plant, sharply curtail our agricultural in- 
dustry, and decrease our railroad, air- 
plane and ocean transportation facilities, 
it is certain that our people will insist on 
developing still greater markets over the 
world. 

It is difficult for us fully to comprehend 
the significance of world trade because of 
the tremendous output of our industrial 
machine and the abundance of food, min- 
erals, and natural resources within our 
boundaries. People living in other re- 
gions of the world, however, require no 
reorientation, no new perspective to un- 
derstand the importance of trade between 
nations, for their general welfare, as well 
as the food necessary to sustain life daily, 
is dependent upon the continued flow of 
commodities between them and other 
peoples. 

The benefits resulting from world trade 
flowing in regular channels are clearly 
apparent when one considers the alterna- 
tive. The nations of the world would em- 
bark on programs of self-sufficiency. 
Barter agreements between nations would 
be written, and great cartels and state 
buying agencies would develop. Eventu- 
ally, some states would hold others in 
virtual economic bondage. Then there 
would logically follow the socialization 
of industries, control over the disposition 
of output, restrictions, and finally regi- 
mentation of the individual and the loss 
of personal freedom. The distribution of 
the bounty of the world would be based 
on power politics, and the resulting illogi- 
cal, inefficient, maldistribution would breed 
unrest and dissatisfaction. Some of these

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ORT OF BOSTON: Brought about through 
an intensified drive of the Port of Boston 
Commission to move more business through 
this port Bosten export railroad carloads 
unloaded in the local port dufing the past 
year showed a substantial increase over 
1953, it was announced by Chairman Wil- 
liam H. Gulliver, Jr., of the Port of Boston 
Commission. Although some of the 209% in- 
crease, highest recorded in any major United 
States port in 1954, may be a temporary 
cargo movement, much of it is of a perma- 
nent nature, the chairman said. During 1954, 
6,088 carloads of export freight other than 
grain were unloaded at Boston. This com- 
pares with the 1,971 such carloads unloaded 
here in 1953 and shows an increase of 4,117 
carloads. Enhancing Boston's position is the 
fact that while it was making the notice- 
able increase, export carloadings decreased 
at ports considered major competitors of the 
Hub. New York showed an 8% decrease: 
Newark, 48%; and Hampton Roads, 3%.

Virginia State Ports Authority: The Au- 
thority has won a freight-rate victory be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that will keep 40,000 tons of pulp board 
moving annually through Hampton Roads to 
West Coast ports instead of being diverted 
to Gulf Coast ports. 


Port of San Francisco: Carl M. Smith, sec- 


retary of California's Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners since 1948, took over the post 
of Director of the Port of San Francisco on 


Jan. 12, following his appointment by the 
Harbor Board on an interim basis. Smith 
had been serving as acting director since 
the retirement of Gen. Robert H. Wylie last 
November. The Port of San Francisco's new 
director has been in state service for 33 
years. He joined the Harbor Board in 1936 
as assistant secretary. Smith is secretary of 
the California Association of Port Authori- 
ties and chairman of the port administra- 
tion and finance committee of the American 
Association of Port Authorities. He served 
as chairman of the arrangements commit- 
tee for the AAPA’s 1954 convention in San 
Francisco last October.

Port of New York: The appointment of 
George Gundersen as manager of the newly 
established HBastern Trade Promotion Office 
of The Port of New York Authority was an- 
nounced by Austin J. Tobin, executive di- 
rector of the bi-state agency. The new 
office, scheduled to open this spring on the 
street floor at 32 Broadway, New York, will 
permit the Port Authority to expedite and 
increase its trade promotion services in New 
York, New Jersey, Eastern Pennsylvania, 
and New England.

Alabama State Docks: The Alabama State 
Docks Board of Mobile reported a record 
earning and an all-time high volume of ton- 
nage handled by the Alabama State Docks 
in the annual report to the Governor for the 
fiscal year 1953-54. The Alabama State 
Docks at Mobile, the state’s only seaport, 
was constructed and is owned by the State 
of Alabama. It is credited as being one of 
the forces that raised the ranking of the 
Port of Mobile from 25th place in 1928 to 
its present rank as one of the top 10 ports 
of the nation. According to the report, the 
total water-borne tonnage was 4,972,812, a 
7.24% gain over the previous record of 
4,637,934 set in 1952-53. Gross earnings of 
$4,809,308 during the fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30 and net earnings of $1,740,254 
before depreciation and interest, compared 
with $4,485,323 and $1,609,905, respectively 
for 1952-53. The report continues, “this rec- 
ord was shown although shipping activity 
throughout the nation as a whole was ex- 
periencing a general decline.” Another rec- 
ord was made in the total number of ocean- 
going vessels which sailed from this port 
1,770. During 1953 the total was 1,631.

Port of Morehead City: North Carolina 
State Terminals set a new tonnage record 
for the year 1954. More than 600,000 tons 
of commercial and military cargo were 
handled.

Port of Oakland: Wharf demurrage and 
monthly storage charges on compressed 
bales of cotton have been reduced by one- 
third at Port of Oakland facilities. Daily 
wharf demurrage rates on both standard 
and high density bales have been set at 3 
cents per ton per day, which is a reduction 
from the former 4% cent rate. Monthly 
storage rates are now 44% cents per ton 
per month as compared to the old rate of 
71 cents. Receiving and delivery charges 
have also been reduced from $1.48 per ton 
to 89 cents per ton. These reductions are all 
listed in Port of Oakland Tariff No. 1 under 
Item No. 548.

given to domestic suppliers, as against foreign suppliers, unless the domestic supplier's 
bid or offered price is unreasonable or the award to him would be inconsistent with the 
public interest. 

Two methods are provided in the Order for determining whether the domestic 
supplier's bid or offered price is unreasonable. The head of each agency will select the 
method better suited to the procurement procedures of his agency. Under the first method 
the bid or offered price of a domestic supplier will be deemed unreasonable if it is greater 
than 106 per cent of the bid or offered price of the foreign bidder (including applicable 
duty and costs incurred after arrival in the United States). 

Under the alternative method the domestic price will be deemed undreasonable if it 
exceeds the sum of (1) the foreign bid or offered price (including applicable duty and 
costs incurred after arrival in the United States) and (2) 10 per cent of such bid exclu- 
sive of such duty and costs. When the price amounts to less than $25,000, in the interests 
of administrative simplicity, only the applicable duty need be excluded from the bid or 
offered price in making a determination under this second method. 

The Order provides exceptions permitting agency heads to retain their authority or 
responsibility to place a fair proportion of their total purchases with small business 
concerns, and to reject any bid or offer for security reasons or because it would be in the 
national interest to do so. 

The Order also permits rejection of a foreign bid or offer in any situation in which 
the domestic low bidder would produce substantially all of the materials in areas of 
substantial unemployment as determined by the Secretary of Labor after a determina- 
tion by the President that such preference would be in the national interest. In issuing 
the Executive Order the President announced that he had made a determination that it is 
at this time in the national interest to give a preference to United States low bidders 
who will produce substantially all of the materials contracted for in labor surplus areas. 

Wherever the head of an executive agency proposing to purchase domestic materials 
determines that a greater differential than that provided in the Order is not unreasonable 
or is not inconsistent with the public interest, he is authorized to do so by the Order and 
thereafter to submit a written report of the facts in the case to the President. 

NOTE: In addition to the “Buy American Act,” the Strategic and Critical Materials 
Stockpiling Act of July 23, 1946; the legislation providing for public housing, and rural 
electrification: and the appropriation acts for the Defense Department since 1952 require 
that preference be given to domestic items. In the case of the Defense Department, 
Congress has declared that the funds appropriated for it should not be used to procure 
foreign food, clothing, and cotton or woll textiles, except in certain emergencies.

HIGH DUTY RATE STUDY 


It will be recalled that the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance last March directed the 
Tariff Commission to make a study of all 
tariff rates which amount to 50 per cent 
or higher, and to report the results of that 
study to the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee on or before December 1, 1954. Last 
July, the Tariff Commission held a public 
hearing and received written statements 
from interested parties on a list of some 
400 classes of imported commodities dis- 
covered in this category: The Commission 
did make a report on December ist to the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee on 
about 250 of these items, but it was an- 
nounced that this report will be held 
strictly confidential and will not be released 
to the public. The remaining 150 items are 
involved in the trade agreement negotia- 
tions that will take place at Geneva begin- 
ning next February. These are the negotia- 
tions which involve Japan and many other 
countries.

ANTIDUMPING REGULATIONS 


The Treasury Department has proposed 
to amend the Customs Regulations relating 
to the procedures and administration of the 
Antidumping Act of 1921. December 14th 
was the deadline for written statements in 
connection with the proposed changes in 
the present regulations, and the Customs 
Committee of the National Council filed a 
statement in opposition to the proposed 
changes. Brief public hearings were held 
by the Treasury Department in Washing- 
ton. 


CLASSIFICATION STUDY 


Under the terms of the Customs Simpli- 
fication Act of 1954, the Tariff Commission 
began a thorough study of the tariff sched- 
ules and related laws with a view to sim- 
plifying customs classification of imported 
merchandise. The final report on the re- 
sults of this study are due to be submitted 
to the tariff committees of the Congress 
and the President before September 1, 1955, 
and public hearings will be scheduled some- 
time before the final report is submitted. 
The Tariff Commission is, however, directed 
to make an interim report to the President 
and the Congressional committees by March 
15, 1955. All members of the Customs Ser- 
vice were authorized and directed by the 
Treasury Department to submit to the 
Commission by December 3lst, classifica- 
tion problems which have come to their 
attention and suggestions for the solution 
of these problems. No definite time has 
been set for importers or other interested 
parties to submit recommendations, but the 
National Council plans to submit a general 
memorandum on the subject to the Com- 
mission early in January. 


VALUATION 


The Customs Simplification Acts of 1953 
and 1954 omitted the proposed revision of 
Section 402 pertaining to value. It is ex- 
pected that a bill to revise Section 402, 
featuring the elimination of “foreign value,” 
will again be introduced when Congress 
convenes in January. The National Council 
will strongly support such a bill when in- 
troduced.

ENCOME TAX CONVENTION WITH 
GERMANY 

The Department of State has announced 

that on December 20, 1954, the income tax 

convention between the United States and 

the Federal Republic of Germany was 


brought into force by virtue of the ex- 
change of instruments of ratification at 
Bonn. 

The Department announcement states in 
part: 


“Under the terms of the convention, it is 
effective for taxable years beginning on er 
after the first day of the calendar year in 
which such exthange takes place, namely, 
January 1, 1954. 

“In the United States the provisions of 
the convention establishing rules for avoid- 
ance of double taxation and for administra- 
tive cooperation apply only to Federal taxes 
and do not apply to the imposition of taxes 
by the States, the District of Columbia, or 
the Territories or possessions of the United 
States. In the Federal Republic of Germany 
the convention applies to the income tax, 
corporation tax, and the Berlin emergency 
contribution (Notopfer).”

estimates take into consideration the gen- 
erally expressed anticipation that business 
activity in the United States may run from 
7% to 10% above the 1954 average. Since it 
is estimated that dollars available to foreign 
countries will amount to approximately $800 
million more than in 1954, actual market 
demand and competitive capacities are 
likely to be even more influential than in 
the immediate past in determining the level 
of exports from the United States. 

Of the projected increase of $700 million 
in commercial exports, some $400-$500 mil- 
lion presumably will represent additional 
sales of agricultural commodities and raw 
materials, with industrial products showing 
a gain of from $200 million to $300 million. 

The Group as a whole was of the opinion 
that import and exchange _ restrictions 
abroad might undergo still further relaxa- 
tion during 1955 or that, on balance, these 
restrictions would not be intensified beyond 
the degree currently prevailing. Neverthe- 
less, it is estimated that as a result of 
transactions with the United States foreign 
countries will close out 1955 with a further 
improvement of around $1.1 billion in their 
gold and dollar reserves. 

In any event, it again is agreed that mili- 
tary expenditures by the United States 
Government, including offshore procurement 
payments, will be an important element in 
the 1955 balance of payments, exerting an 
important influence on the levels of trade 
and exchange reserves.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


SMALL PACKETS—Articles transmitted under the classification of small packets now 
are accepted when addressed to French Guiana, Madagascar and dependencies, and Persian 
Gulf ports (Bahrein Island, Kuwait, Doha (Qatar), Dubai (including Sharja), and Muscat). 

packets are no longer accepted when addressed to Portuguese Timor. 

ISRAEL—Each parcel post package addressed for delivery in Israel must be accom- 
panied by 1 customs declaration Form 2966, 1 dispatch note Form 2972, and 1 parcel post 
sticker Form 2922. Addressees in Israel are not required to obtain import licenses for bona 
fide gift parcelg containing food for the personal consumption of the addressee. However, 
parcels containing only food must include at least three kinds, none of which may account 
for more than ome-third of the weight. 

LEEWARD ISLANDS—Air mail service heretofore applicable to Postal Union articles 
other than letters, letter packages and post cards, also parce] post packages, for Antigua, 
has now been extended to all of the Leeward Islands, viz.: Anguilla, Antigua, Barbuda, 
Montserrat, Nevis, Redonda, St. Christopher or St. Kitts, and Virgin Islands (British). 

HUNGARY—To be admitted to Hungary as gift shipments, parcels must contain only 
articles for the personal use of the addressee or members of his family. An addressee may 
not receive more than one gift parcel per month, or more than 88 pounds of gift articles 
per year, Gift parcels are subject to customs duty which must be paid by the addressees. 
Preserved food in tin cans or other hermetically sealed containers must not be sent in gift 
parcels. To facilitate the Customs treatment of gift parcels in Hungary two complete and 
detailed lists of the contents should be enclosed in each parcel. The lists should be written 
in the Hungarian language if possible. Medicines are delivered to the addressees only on 
presentation of an official medical certificate. Contents of gift parcels are limited. 

CYPRUS—Import licenses are required for all parcels except those containing goods 
for the personal use of the addressee, not exceeding $14.00 in value. 

KOREA—Dutiable articles (merchandise) in letters or packages prepaid at the letter 
rate of postage are accepted if registered. Articles transmitted under the classification of 
small packets are not accepted. 

ST. LUCIA, WINDWARD ISLANDS—Parcels containing used clothing must be accom- 
panied by a certificate of disinfection. A statement from a dry cleaning establishment that 
the articles have been cleaned will be satisfactory if dated not more than seven days before 
the date of mailing of the parcel. Senders are required to endorse the wrappers of such 
parcels “Certificate of Disinfection Enclosed.” 

“UNION POSTALE”—The UNION POSTALE, a monthly postal review, is published by 
the International Bureau, Bern, Switzerland, and is the official organ of the Universal 
Postal Union. Mail users will find that it contains useful information concerning inter- 
national postal events, the internatioal postal service, ad descriptions of the stamps issued 
in all countries. 

The UNION POSTALE is printed in seven languages, French, German, English, Arabic, 
Chinese, Spanish, and Russian. The subscription price to the public is 9.00 Swiss francs per 
year or 4.50 francs per half year. Remittances should be made by money order or sight 
draft payable to the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union and sent direct to: 
International Bureau, Universal Postal Union, Postal Box, Bern 15, Switzerland. 

VIET-NAM—tThe Postal Administration of Viet-Nam has advised that Haiphong is the 
only office in North Viet-Nam now operating normally and handling all classes of mail. 
The post offices of Camphamines, Camphaport, Hongay, and Quangyen in North Viet-Nam 
are handling only ordinary and registered letters and cards (surface or air). 

Only articles of mail matter as indicated above, addressed for delivery at one of the 
offices named are — for North Viet-Nam. Mail service remains suspended to the 
offices of Donghoi and Hanoi in Central Viet-Nam. Articles and parcels for Saigon (Cochin- 
China) and other places in South Viet-Nam will continue to be accepted.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise rose from $1,112.5 million in September to 
$1,266.3 million in October. Meanwhile, general imports decreased from $780.7 to $763.2 
million. October experts were $13.3 million above the October 1953 total of $1,253.0 million 
and $15.7 million over the average for the first three quarters of 1954, but remained 
approximately 4% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,314.2 million. October imports 
were 6% below the October 1953 total of $813.4 million, 10% below the average of $851.4 
million for the first three quarters of 1954, and 16% below the 1953 monthly average of 
$906.1 million. M.S.P. (military) exports decreased from $156.8 million in September tv 
$103.7 million in October, or to a level about 56% below the October 1953 total of $233.9 
miliion, 37% under the 1954 three-quarter average of $164.4 million, and 65% below the 
1953 monthly average of $292.6 million. 

During the first ten months of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments, 
were valued at $12,521.9 million, or approximately 5% below the comparable 1953 ten 
month total of $13,170.6 million. M.S.P. (military) experts amounted to $2,076.3 million 
during the first ten months of 1954, totaling $1,003.2 million less than shipments valued 
at $3,079.5 million under this program in the first ten months of 1953. With M.S.P. (mili- 
tary) shipments excluded, exports during the first ten months of 1954 were valued at 
$10,445.6 million, or 4% above the comparable 1953 ten month total of $10,091.1 million. 
Imports during the first ten months of 1954 were valued at $8,425.8 million, as compared 
with a higher level of $9,117.6 million for imports during the same period in 1953.

Reference is made to Circular Letter No. FT-207, subject as above, dated September 15, 
1954. which stated that after March 31, 1955, Collectors would accept only the recently 
revised Shipver’s Export Declaration forms for approval and authentication. 

Tnasmuch as some exporters have advised us of their having replenished their supplies 
of the old form just prior to the Issuance of Circular Letter No. FT-207, and inasmuch as 
some government sales offices may still have quantities of the 1948 edition on hand for sale 
at the lower price (50 cents per pad of 100 copies), the use of the 1948 edition of Commerce 
Form 7525-V has been extended until a later date, thus allowing ample time for utilization 
of existing stocks. Accordingly, Collectors will continue to accept both the old forms and 
the recently revised forms for approval and authentication through September 30, 1955. 
After that date, Collectors will accept only the revised forms. [F.T. 212.]

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NEW WORLD TRADE SERIES ON FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS 
TO BE PUBLISHED 


A new series of reports designed to aid U. S. world traders in exhibiting their products 
abroad was announced recently as a part of BFC'’s program to promote U. 5. industry 
participation in international trade fairs as a means of stimulating world trade. They will 
consist of a series of separate publications giving basic data on major international trade 
fairs and industry exhibits held abroad. Reports for each country will give information on 
the type, objective, and organization of principal trade fairs, type and size of industry 
participation, area and cost of exhibition space, services available to distributors, and 
number of buyers attending. - 

Other reports in the series will contain names and addresses of fairs and exhibits 
scheduled to be held throughout the year; comparative statistics on international trade 
fair participation for a given period; fair and exhibition techniques of trade promotion; 
and basic reference sources. 

As they become available, the “Fairs and Exhibitions” reports may be purchased indi- 
vidually at 20 cents a copy from the Superintendent of Documents, U. S. Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington 25, D. C., or from the nearest Department of Commerce Field Office. 


1955 COMPREHENSIVE EXPORT SCHEDULE 


Exporters were reminded by the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, U. S. Department of 
Commerce, that the 1955 edition of the Comprehensive Export Schedule will be available on 
March 31, and that they should renew their subscriptions before that date if they want to 
continue to receive this service. 

The subscription rates for this year will be $7, domestic, and $9, foreign—a reduction 
of $4 each from last year’s rates due to lower production costs. 

Airmail service on the supplementary bulletins is available to domestic subscribers for 
$10 in addition to the regular subscription price. This service is not available for foreign 
subscriptions. 

Subscriptions may be placed immediately with the Superintendent of Documents, U. S 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25. D. C., or with any Department of Commerce 
Field Office. All checks and money orders should be made payable to the Superintendent of 
Documents. 


END-USE CERTIFICATE TO BE REQUIRED IN LICENSING SHIPMENTS 
TO YUGOSLAVIA 

Effective February 28, exporters are required to submit end-use certificates issued by 
the Yugoslav Government in support of export license applications covering shipments to 
that country. The new requirement, which has been established with the cooperation of 
the Yugoslav Government, is a further move toward tightening of U. S. security export 
controls to prevent transshipment of strategic materials. It applies to all commodities 
requiring individual export licenses for shipment to Yugoslavia. 

Such end-use certificates are obtained from the Yugoslav Federal Chamber of Foreigr 
Trade in Belgrade by the Yugoslav importer, who then sends the document to his U. S. 
exporter for submission to BFC with the export license application. In the certificate, the 
importer certifies to his Government, and through the U. S. exporter to BFC, that the 
specified commodities will be imported into Yugoslavia and will not be reexported without 
official authorization. 

Only the original copy of the end-use certificate will be accepted with initial export 
license applications, BFC said. If the certificate covers commodities for which more than 
one export license application is submitted, each subsequent application must certify that 
the quantities applied for do not exceed the total amount authorized in the certificate.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—INFORMAL ENTRIES— IMMEDIATE 
DELIVERY PERMITS 

The Bureau has reached the conclusion that there are instances where it will be 
advantageous for informal entries to be executed or duties paid thereon at places other 
than where the goods are located at the port and instructions in specific cases will be 
issued to collectors as occasion requires A : 

The Bureau has also decided that an informal entry on customs Form 5119 or 51 19-A 
may be accepted for any shipment not exceeding $250 in value released under an immediate 
delivery permit authorized by section 448 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930. ! 

Accordingly, the following changes are made in the Customs Regulations to permit 
a wider use in appropriate cases of informal entries for shipments not exceeding $250 
in value. Certain other changes are made to correct inaccuracies.

Section 8.51 (a) is amended by deleting the reference symbol “41” at the end of the 
third sentence. [T.D. 53695.] .

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

REDEMPTION AND REISSUANCE OF LIQUOR BOTTLE STRIP STAMPS 
TO IMPORTERS 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from 
the Director, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division, Internal Revenue Service, dated December 
17, 1954, which is self-explanatory. 

“On December 15, 1954, the Commissioner of Internal Revenue addressed a letter to 
you relative to the reissuance by customs officers abroad of strip stamps surrendered 
by importers’ agents or foreign suppliers under the provisions of regulations proposed 
for incorporation, effective January 1, 1955, in part 170 of title 26 of the 1954 Code of 
Federal Regulations (see Federal Register of December 29, 1954, page 9268). It was stated 
in the letter that this division would address a memorandum to you setting forth pro- 
cedure to be followed in accounting for stamps issued to importers and for which claims for 
redemption are filed under the proposed regulations. (Parenthetical matter inserted.) 

“In each case where a claim is filed under the provisions of the proposed regulations, 
for redemption of strip stamps procured under the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1939, there is required to be attached to and made a part of the claim, an inventory 
of the stamps covered by the claim. The inventory is required to show the name and 
address of the claimant, the form number and serial number of the requisition pursuant 
to which the stamps were procured, the class of stamp, the date of purchase, the serial 
numbers of the stamps, and the number of stamps of each denomination and the total 
value thereof. Importers may surrender their stamps to the Assistant Regional Com- 
missioner, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax, or to an internal revenue or designated Customs 
ofticer abroad with a request that such stamps be reissued to the importer, without cost, 
for use under the provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, and such stamps will 
be so reissued by the officer; or the stamps may be surrendered to the assistant regional 
commissioner, with the claim, for retention and destruction by him. In all such cases, a 
copy of the verified inventory and, where the stamps are reissued, a copy of the request 
for reissuance, will be forwarded by the assistant regional commissioner to the office of 
the collector of customs who approved the original requisition, Form 428, for the stamps. 
Where the stamps are not reissued, the assistant regional commissioner will note on the 
inventory, over his signature and title, ‘Claim for redemption filed, above described 
stamps surrendered.’ Where the stamps are reissued, the reissuing officer will certify on 
the inventory as to such reissuance. The procedure to be followed by collectors of

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REDEMPTION & REISSUANCE, ETC.—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS-—Continued 
customs in regard to such stamps in their accounts of stamps is as follows: 

When the collector of customs receives the copy of the inventory showing that the stamps 
were surrendered he will take proper credit on his uccount, Form 1627, in regard to such stamps. 
When the collector of customs receives the copy of the inventory showing that the stamps were 
reissued, he will make notation ow his record, Form 1627, and the requisition, Form 428, to 
the effect that such stamps were reissued. He will continue to keep his record of stamps 
reissued on the Form 1627 that was prepared at the time of original procurement of the 
stamps in the same manner as he would had the stamps not been surrendered and reissued. 








“The procedure that is proposed for importers in reporting such stamps on Form 96, 
is as follows: 

“Where the stamps are surrendered and are not to be reissued, the importer will inter- 
line the quantity of each denomination in the credit portion of part 2 of his report, Form 96, 
aud designate such entry as ‘returned for redemption’. Where redeemed stamps are reissued 
to the importer he will interline the quantity of each denomination im the credit portion of 
part 2 of his report, Form 96, as ‘returned for redemption and reissuance’ and in the debit 
portion of part 2 of his report, Form 96, as ‘Returned for redemption and reissued.’ The quanti- 
ties of reissued stamps remaining on hand abroad at the end of each month will be reported, 
as outstanding, in part 3 of Form 96. The entry will also show the number of the requisition, 
Form 428, under which such stamps were purchased.” (C/L 2899.) 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF NONCELLULOSIC SYNTHETIC TEXTILES 


In the case of Holepreet Hosiery Co. v. United States, C. D. 1366, 27 Cust. Ct. 176, the 
United States Customs Court, First Division, in considering the words “synthetic textiles,” 
as defined in paragraph 1313, said that there is a fair inference from the present tense 
of the provisions that the “Congress intended the paragraph to attach only to articles 
of commerce existing at the time of enactment of the Tariff Act of 1930, without fore- 
closing from tariff provisions for synthetic textiles later accomplishments, the results 
of much study and research, which, like nylon, supply great benefits to industry.” 

Thereafter, the Bureau acquiesced to the findings of the First Division of the Customs 
Court and instructed customs officers to classify synthetic textiles, such as nylon, perlon, 
rhovil, and similar merchandise under the appropriate provisions of schedule 13 of the 
tariff act. These instructions brought about a change of classification with respect to many 
imported items which had theretofore been classificd by similitude to other products 
enumerated in the tariff act. 

In the case of J. M. P. R. Trading Corp., Alltransport, Ine. v. United States, C. D. 1658, 
32 Cust. Ct., the United States Customs Court, Second Division, recently held that the 
provisions of paragraph 1313 preclude noncellulosic synthetic textiles from classification 
under schedule 13 of the tariff act. Accordingly, there now exists a divided opinion 
between two Divisions of the United States Customs Court which must be resolved. 

In view of the importance of maintaining a stability in practice in the classification 
of merchandise, all collectors are hereby instructed to limit application of the decision 
in the case reported as C. D. 1658 to the importation specifically covered thereby pending 
the outcome of a retrial of the issue. All other importations of synthetic textiles, such 
as nylon, perlon, rhovil, and similar merchandise shall be classified under the pertinent 
provisions of schedule 13 of the tariff act during the interim. [T.D .53708.] 


WATCH MOVEMENTS SPECIALLY CONSTRUCTED TO BE UPJEWELED 
AFTER IMPORTATION 


It appears probable that imported watch movements especialiy constructed to be 
eewees after importation, sucn as, but not limited to, those incorporating the so-called 
“Duo-Fix” feature, or employing metal end caps designed to be replaced by jewels, or 
utilizing other similar devices, are properly classifiable as movements containing sub- 
stitutes for jewels within the meaning of paragraph 367 (i), Tariff Act of 1930, and are 
subject to duty and marking accordingly. Under this view a movement containing, for 
example, 15 jewels and, in addition thereto, 2 Duo-Fix units having 1 jewel and 1 cap 
each would be dutiable as a movement having more than 17 jewels, and would be required 
to be marked 19 jewels or, optionally, 17 jewels and 2 substitutes for jewels. 

Pursuant to § 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a (d)), notice is 
hereby given that the classification of watch movements specially constructed for up- 
jeweling as containing substitutes for jewels within the meaning of paragraph 367 (i) of 
the tariff act is under consideration in the Bureau of Customs. Under the existing uniform 
practice, such watch movements have not been so classified. There is not in contemplation

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to 
the correct tariff classification of this merchandise w hich are submitted in w riting to the 
Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D. C., not later than Feb. 14, 1955. In view of the 
necessity for a prompt disposition of this question, no consideration can be given to any 
communications received in the Bureau after Feb. 14, 1955. No hearings will be held. 





U. 8S. APPRAISER SPEEDS EXAMINATIONS AT NEW YORK 


Aleer J. Couri, United States Appraiser of Merchandise at New York, announced an- 
other step in his experimental campaign to facilitate the movement of cargo from 
shipside to consignee 

Under the new arrangement, an importer can take delivery of a large variety of 
commodities as soon as they are made available on a dock by the steamship company. A 
sample or percentage of the shipment will be placed under customs seal and may not be 
opened by the importer, although it may accompany the full shipment to the owner's 
premises. A customs examiner will visit the establishment later to assess necessary duties. 

Mr. Couri made it clear that the new procedure would be optional. An importer may 
still insist that his merchandise be taken to the Appraisers Stores for clearance and 
imposition of duties 

He may also take advantage, if he prefers, of the arrangement recently made public, 
under which shipments are processed on piers. This system may require at times that a 
sample part of a shipment be left on the pier for later pick-up. However, it will save an 
importer much time, as the old system of sending packages to the stores for examinations 
on the owner’s premises would involve no loss of time for customs personnel. He pointed 
out that importers tended to concentrate in certain areas of the city. For example, im- 
porters of chinawear are concentrated chiefly on Fifth Avenue from Sixteenth to Twentieth 
Streets; the linen areas are Madison to Fifth Avenue in the Thirties and on Franklin and 
Worth Streets, and foodstuff imports are in the Hudson Street area. 

Customs examiners thus are able to make a half dozen or more stops in a day without 
walking more than a few blocks 

Mr. Couri and his staff, with the full support of Commissioner of Customs Ralph 
Kelly, have been trying out new systems since last October in an effort to streamline 
customs procedures and speed deliveries to consignees. The Appraiser stressed that the 
new procedures were under test and would not necessarily be made permanent. A final 
decision will be made before March 1

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN EXTENDS THROUGH 1955 

The British Token Import Plan has been extended through 1955 on the same basis as 
for 1954. The Plan, established with the United States in 1946, enables eligible U. S. manu- 
facturers or other eligible U. S. firms to export to the United Kingdom token shipments of 
specified commodities whose importation from dollar sources is generally prohibited by 
the British Government. 

Ten items dropped from the approved list of Token Plan commodities in 1947 have 
been restored for the 1955 Plan. These are outboard motors; portable electric generators; 
snapshot mounting corners; greeting cards; paper towels and napkins; furniture of 
bamboo, cane, wickerwork or similar material; damask table linen; lighter flints; men’s 
felt hats (lined); and industrial gloves of leather. Among the other items included on the 
approved Token Plan list are certain food and drink items; tobacco manufactures; specified 
products of leather, rubber, cotton, wool, linen, and synthetic fibers; wearing apparel; wood 
and paper products; specified manufactures of glass, clay, iron, steel, and aluminum; 
electrical apparatus; agricultural and garden machinery; photographic goods; office sup- 
plies; and sporting goods.

GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE 


The Contracting Parties to the G.A.T.T. 
have been meeting for some weeks at 
Geneva to revise the basic provisions of the 
General Agreement in the light of the ex- 
perience with it since it was adopted in 


1947. When this revision is completed, it is 
expected that it will be submitted to the 
United States Congress for formal ratifica- 
tion. 


EXTENSION OF RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS ACT—H.R. I 


The first bill introduced on the opening 
day of the new 84th Congress proposes to 
extend the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act from its present expiration date of 
June 12, 1955, to June 30, 1958. 

This bill, H.R. 1, was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Jere Cooper (D.-Tenn.), the new 
chairman of the House Committee on Ways 
and Means. From the moment of its intro- 
duction, it became apparent that every ef- 
fort will be made to speed it through Con- 
gress without delay. Evidence of this is 
the fact that the Committee on Ways and 


Means has already ordered public hearings 
on it. 

On the whole, H.R. 1 is similar to the 
Kean bill which was introduced in the last 
Congress on April 15, 1954, but on which 
no action was taken. Like the Kean bill, 
H.R. 1 gives to the President rather 
limited and very carefully circumscribed 
bargaining power to reduce rates of duty. 
As indicated above the trade agreements 
program would be extended for three years 
to June 30, 1958. During this period, the 
President may reduce rates of duty under 
certain circumstances,

Martin A. Kerner, CBFAA president, voiced the protest mainly on the premise that the 


privilege of free withdrawal of such supplies is granted to vessels engaged in the fisheries 
by law under Section 309 of the Tariff Act of 1930 as amended. He declared that neither 
the Bureau nor the Secretary of the Treasury, or any ony branch of the Government, has 





a right to withdraw any privilege granted by Congress.

DURUM WHEAT 


INVESTIGATION NO. 3 UNDER SECTION 22 OF THE AGRICULTURE ADJUSTMENT 
ACT, AS AMENDED 

The Tariff Commission ordered that the supplemental investigation instituted on 
November 29, 1954, under the provisions of section 22(d) of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, as amended, with respect to DURUM WHEAT (CLASS II) AS DEFINED IN THE 
OFFICAL GRAIN STANDARDS OF THE UNITED STATES AS PROMULGATED BY THE 
UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, OR FLOUR, INCLUDING SEMO- 
LINA, PRODUCED FROM SUCH WHEAT (19 F.R. 8030) be discontinued and dismissed. 
and accordingly canceled the public hearing in this investigation which was scheduled 
for January 11, 1955 (19 F.R. 8030). 

The foregoing action was taken by the Commission after representations were 
received from the National Macaroni Manufacturers Association that the conditions 
which led that association to initially request this investigation could not be remedied 
or alleviated satisfactorily by any action which might have resulted from this supple- 
mental investigation. Based upon these representations and other pertinent considera- 
tions, the Tariff Commission decided to discontinue and dismiss this investigation. 


SCREEN-PRINTED SILK SCARVES 


There is reproduced below the White House announcement concerning the President's 
action on the Tariff Commission's report with respect to screen-printed silk scarves. 

The President declined to accept the recommendations of the United States Tariff 
Commission for an increase in the duty on imports of screen-printed silk scarves. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and Representative Daniel A. Reed, Chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, stated that he had serious questions as to the need for the 
proposed action and as to its probable efficacy. 


WOOD SCREWS OF IRON OR STEEL 


There is reproduced below the White House announcement concerning the Presi- 
ona action on the Tariff Commission's report with respect to wood screws of iron or 
steel. 

The President declined to accept the recommendations of three members of the 
United States Tariff Commission for an absolute quota on imports of wood screws of 
iron or steel. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and Representative Danie! A. Reed, Chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, stated that a recent decline in the domestic production of 
wood screws has stemmed not from imports but mainly from an increased use of mate- 
rials other than wood. The President said that since 1951 the ratio of imports to con- 
sumption has shown no increase, but rather a slight tendency to decrease.

ANIMAL GLUE AND INEDIBLE GELATIN “ESCAPE CLAUSE” REPORT 


The United States Tariff Commission made public a report of its finding and con- 
clusion in “escape clause” investigation No. 36 conducted under section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended, with respect to animal glue and inedible 
gelatin valued at less than 40 cents per pound, dutiable under paragraph 41 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930. These commodities are subject to reduced rates of duty pursuant to tariff 
concessions granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as follows: on 
animal glue, 2 cents per pound plus 10 percent ad valorem, effective October 1, 1951; 
and on inedible gelatin, 14% cents per pound plus 10 percent ad valorem, effective January 
1, 1948. The original rate prescribed in the Tariff Act of 1930 for both animal glue and 
inedible gelatin valued at less than 40 cents per pound was 2 cents per pound plus 25 
percent ad valorem 

The Commission found that the commodities covered by the investigation are not 
being imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or 
relative, as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry procacme like 
or directly competitive products. The Commission, therefore, made no recommendation 
to the President for the withdrawal or modification of the concessions applicable to such 
articles.
